Point of View 

Niagara refugees need support 


T jk That happens after 
\l\l *h e 12th month? 

V V That’s the 
question that weighs 
heavily on the mind of Jeff 
Burch, executive director 
of the Niagara Folks Arts 
Multicultural Centre, when 
he thinks about Syrian 
refugees living in Niagara. 

There are about 250 
refugees in Niagara with 
more on the way, and their 
income benefits — both from 
the federal government and 
from private sponsors — are 
about to run out. 

The trouble, Burch says, is 
that many of them are not 
ready or able to jump into the 
job market. 

“The focus for the first 
year is often about getting 
them into a job, (and) that 
is perhaps not the best 
approach," he said. “The 
money runs out after 12 
months and so then the 
question is, what happens in 
the 13th month?” 

The answer from federal 
immigration minister John 
McCallum was simple: they 
can apply for unemployment 
insurance. 

However, we need to 
back up here to deal with 
some important context to 
understand why this is not 
the most helpful response. 

Refugees come to Canada 
in one of two ways — 
federally sponsored and 
privately sponsored. Most 
of the refugees locally are 
privately sponsored. 

In either case, they get an 
income benefit for a year. 

In the case of government- 
sponsored refugees, that 
money comes from tax 
dollars. Private sponsors 
have to set aside at least a 
year's worth of money for the 


refugees they are taking in. 

The idea here is that in 
that year, a refugee can get 
established, learn English, 
polish up their resume and 
join the workforce. 

The problem is that the 
reality of settling a refugee 
is usually not that simple 
or that fast, particularly 
when they are coming from 
a different culture with a 
different language. 

Kids can adapt to a 
foreign language pretty 
quickly, particularly if they 
are in school. But it is a 
vastly more difficult task 
for adults. If they arrived 
with no or limited English 
skills, it might take more 
than a year to have strong 
enough language skills to 
find a job. 

Unlike immigrants who are, 
in part, selected by what skills 
they bring to the Canadian 
marketplace, refugees are 
taken in purely on need. As a 
result, their skill sets — from 
language to education — vary 
significantly, from janitors to 
engineers. 

"Syria was actually a fairly 
wealthy country before the 
war," Burch said. “So you get 
a real range of people." 

Even those with solid 
job skills may still have 
to learn English and have 
their credentials updated to 
Canadian standards, both of 
which can take more than a 

That means there is 
going to be, for many, a gap 
between the end of their 
income benefits and their 
actual ability to enter the 
workforce. 

McCallum said those 
refugees who do not have a 
job when the benefits run 
out will have to go on social 


assistance, although supports 
to improve their language 
skills continue after 12 
months. 

“That is how we have 
always done it in Canada,” he 
said. "That is how we did it 
with refugees from Hungary 
or Vietnam or any place else." 

There are no plans to 
consider changing the 
system, he said. 

Why should this concern 
Niagara? 

For starters, this region 
has a higher than average 
unemployment rate, which 
has put enormous pressure 
on Niagara Region’s Ontario 
Works budget. Earlier this 
year, the budget was $1.3 
million in the red due to 
such high demand. The 
problem with just saying 
refugees can apply for 
social assistance should be 
obvious. 

Certainly, there is no 
easy, or cheap, answer 
here. Niagara residents 
have opened their hearts, 
homes and wallets to Syrians 
escaping a truly horrifying 
conflict. 

But if our new neighbours 
are to build a future for 
themselves, ensuring they 
have the right tools to do so 
is critically important. The 
federal government simply 
cannot throw up its hands 
and say, "Well, that is the way 
the system is,” leaving over¬ 
burdened municipalities to 
fend for themselves. 

The federal government did 
the right thing by accepting 
Syrian refugees, but it needs 
to do more to support the 
communities that are playing 
their role to help people in

Health Corner 


Halloween S 

With Halloween 
approaching next week, 

I thought this would be 
a good discussion. The 
kids will have tons 
of candy after their 
adventures from trick 
or treating. 

First, let’s review the 
deadly effects of sugars. 
Sugars cause cavities, 
obesity, diabetes, heart 
diseases, hyperactivity 
followed by tiredness. 
Some suggest sugar 
also cause Alzheimer’s 
disease. However, my 
concern is tooth decay 
and consequent cycles 
of root canals, tooth 
loss and large expenses 
to replace. 

Secondly, if you cannot 


convince your children 
to give up the candies, 
here is what I would 
do. Make a deal with 
them so that they 
can eat only a certain 



amount of candies a 
day. Controlling the 
frequency of the sugar 
exposure can reduce 
the effect of the tooth 
decaying bacteria by 
allowing more time for

Wild fowl caused Lincoln duck farm outbreak

Itwas through contact with wild fowl that 
an outbreak of avian influenza occurred on 
a Lincoln duck farm this summer 

But wild birds, including migratory 
waterfowl, have played a much larger 
role in the spread of the virus into 
Europe and North America. 

That was the conclusion reached by 

globe, who recently published their 
findings focused on avian influenza 
and the impact of migratory birds. 

As a result, farmers are being reminded 
of the importance of maintaining strict 
biosecurity measures at all times on their 
poultry farms, said Dr. John Pasick, vet¬ 
erinary national authority with the Cana¬ 
dian Food Inspection Agency. 

entific papers regarding the spread of 
avian flu, confirmed it was a “wild bird 
introduction” that was believed to have 
caused the early-July outbreak that saw 
a King Street farm placed under quar¬ 
antine until mid-August. 

As a result, 14,000 ducks on the prop¬ 
erty were euthanized to prevent spread 
of the disease. 

The low pathogenic H5 strain discov¬ 
ered on the farm causes only mild ill¬ 
ness in birds, but is capable of mutating 
to a high pathogenic form, which can 
be dangerous not only for other types of 
animals, but also for humans. 

“The sequences for all of the genes of 
that virus were... all of wild bird origin. 
North American wild bird origin,” Pasick 
said. That differs horn the exotic Eurasian 
origin that caused a highly pathogenic 
outbreak in British Columbia in 2014 and 
a large outbreak in the U.S. in 2015. 

Those outbreaks were at the centre of 
Pasick’s recent research, as he worked 
with other scientists to track movement 
of H5 avian influenza over time. 

It was determined migratory birds 
were at the centre of the spread from 
China, where it first appeared in 1996, 
to North America. 

While wild birds were suspected of 
being involved in the spread at that 

gal movement of poultry may have also 
contributed, Pasick said. 

“There was some debate as to what 
roles each played.” 

Research has since determined both 
the B.C. and U.S. outbreaks in recent 
years trace back to the original 1996 
virus that arose in China. 


virus from South Korea to breeding 
grounds in Siberia, before spreading it 
westward into Europe and eastward via 
overlapping migratory pathways across 
the Bering Strait to Alaska and down 
the Pacific Flyway to B.C., he said. 

“There’s pretty good evidence sug¬ 
gesting this was the way the virus was 

At one time it was thought birds car¬ 
rying H5 influenza would be too sick to 
migrate and wouldn’t be able to spread 
the disease over long distances. 

thought, Pasick said. 

There are three varieties of ducks sus¬ 
pected of bringing the virus to North 
America: the northern pintail, American 
green-winged teal and the common teal. 

“Both have their breeding grounds in 
Alaska. Some even cross over into Sibe¬ 
ria,” Pasick said. “They are long-dis¬ 
tance migrants." 

As birds migrate, they tend to assemble in 
certain areas in large concentrations, which 
can result in the exchange ofviruses. 

With migration season underway, 
there's an added risk of influenza being 
introduced to poultry barns, he said, 
urging farmers to take precautions to 
prevent breaches from occurring. 

But maintaining strict biosecurity “is 
maybe easier said than done,” he said. 

“All it takes is one slip. I think biose¬ 
curity is like a chain, and the virus can 
sometimes find the weakest link in the 
chain to get in." 

While it’s known the H5 and H7 
viruses exist among wild fowl, they are 
present only in their low-pathogenic 
form, Pasick said. 

"It's only when they get introduced to 
domestic poultry that on occasion they 
can evolve into a high-pathogenic form.” 

With research now indicating migra¬ 
tory birds are responsible in part for the 
spread of the disease, Pasick said focus 
in the field will shift. 

The next step will be looking in more 
detail at howbiosecurity can be breached, 
how the high-pathogenic strains are 
maintained in wild bird populations, 
what causes some viruses to evolve into 
a high-pathogenic form, while others do 
not, and what characteristics are involved 
in making that transition. 

“Those are some of the questions we're 
going to hopefully be focusing on.”

The dark days at the Fort Erie 
Race Track might finally be in 

The track continues to see 
growth in business and in con¬ 
fidence about its future, after 
years of uncertainty and doom- 
and-gloom predictions about 
the horse racing industry. 

The historic border oval, 
where the final races of the 
119th season were held last 
Tuesday, has once again posted 
increases in on- and off-track 
wagering, food, beverage and 
program sales and attendance. 

Chief financial and operat¬ 
ing officer Tom Valiquette said 
on-track wagering is up five 
per cent on a per-race basis 
this season. Off-trackwagering 
rose 20 per cent 

Food and beverage sales 
increased by about eight per 
cent while program sales were 
up by about two per cent 


cally a growth of somewhere in 
the five to 10 per cent range in 
terms of attendance," he said. 

Valiquette said a continued 
strongmediapresence, including 
advertising in the United States, 
and efforts to reach out into the 
community to get as many peo¬ 
ple to the track as possible have 


As for off-track betting, he 
said Fort Erie has positioned 
itself to avoid direct competi¬ 
tion, as much as possible, with 
other tracks. 

“We really... make sure our 
product is in the right spot at 
the right time," he said. 

"For instance, the Twilight 
Thesday racing (that start in the 
early evening). We run Tues¬ 
days because, quite frankly, 
we're not up against the big 
boys — we’re not up against 
the Woodbines, the Saratogas.” 

He said people across North 
America have a choice of what 


they can’t bet on two products 
at the same time. 

“We really pay attention to 
our post times, and we can 
adjust them a couple minutes 
forward or backward to make 
sure that we have as litde com¬ 
petition out there as possible." 

As for next season, Fort Erie 
has applied for another 40 live 
race-date calendar. Pending 
approval, the 120th season is 
scheduled to begin May 30 
with Twilight Tuesday racing, 
followed by live entertainment 
at the Tiki Bar patio. The season 
will conclude Oct 17. 

The application is for Tues¬ 
days and Sundays in June and 
July, and Tuesdays and Satur¬ 
days in August through October 

Racing on Tuesdays 
throughout the summer, as 
well as Saturdays in August, 
will be twilight events followed 
by musical entertainment at 
the Tiki Bar. 

"Wearealwayslookingforways 
to make our live-racing product 


more successful, bothontiackand 
wilhintheiemote-wageringmar- 
ket,” said Jim Hubert, chief execu¬ 
tive officer aftheFnrtErieliveRac- 
ingConsortium 
“Saturday racing will be a 
pilot project for the 2017 sea¬ 
son, with the hope that it will 
help us continue to grow our 
business and attractmore peo¬ 
ple to the track” 

Track officials have also 
been buoyed by recent news 
the province is considering giv¬ 
ing the industry an additional 
$1.6 billion in subsidies. 

The draft plan presented 
by Ontario Racing, an arm's- 
length agency created to help 
horse racing adjust to a post 
slots-at-racetracks world, 
shows the province is con¬ 
sidering a 17-year plan, start¬ 
ing after the current $700 mil¬ 
lion subsidy ends in 2021, to 
give the industry $93.4 million 
annually.

The Town of Fort Erie has initiated an Amendment to the Zoning By-law 129-90 
to reduce the impacts of new development and the historic lot sizes in Crystal 
Beach on existing homes in the Crystal Beach Neighbourhood. 



WHAT THIS STUDY WILL ADDRESS: 

The proposed Zoning Amendment will change the zoning of certain properties 
in the core area of Crystal Beach from Residential 2 R2 Zone to a new 
zone entitled Residential 2B R2B Zone. The new R2B Zone will permit the 
development of single detached dwellings on the smaller historic lots in 
Crystal Beach but will provide additional limits on the maximum height of 
dwellings compared to what is currently permitted. Changes to minimum front 
and rear yard and lot coverage are also proposed. There will be no change to 
the regulations for dwellings on lots with more than 15 m of frontage.
